While standing guard outside the hotel 
he manages, Albertan Frank Naboulsi said 
he could hear gunshots ringing out from 
across the Nile River. 

As the vice-president and general man¬ 
ager of the Fairmont Nile City in Cairo, 
Naboulsi said he’s experiencing Egypt’s 
anti-government protests first-hand, but 
he’s not scared. 

“Unfortunately, when you have the cir¬ 
cumstances that have taken place in 
Egypt with everyone demonstrating, 
everyone is taking the law into their own 
hands,” he said. “If we don’t show a 
strong stand, what they do is they enter 
buildings, take whatever they want, then 
put it on fire.” 

At home in Edmonton, Naboulsi’s wife, 
Lisa, said she’s confident her husband is 
safe but worries about the future of his in- 
dustiy. 

“I’m more worried about what’s going

to happen five or six months down the 
road, when there’s no business in Eg5^t 
and all the hotels are empty.” 

Naboulsi said while the tourists staying 
at his hotel are safe, many are choosing to 
leave the country, dealing a blow to 
Eg5^t’s tourism industiy. 

“At this point, we need the government 
to start taking control of the streets and 
put the laws back in place so we can start 
to operate again,” he said. “There is tur¬ 
moil, we can’t deny that, but at the end of 
the day Eg5^t will rebound as it always 
has and Cairo will still be a destination 
for a lot of travellers.”

Healthcare

After getting knocked for 
a loop last week, Alberta’s 
Progressive Conservatives 
now awake to a potential¬ 
ly divisive leadership 
race, but one that will ul¬ 
timately decide what they 
stand for, say political sci¬ 
entists. 

“This is a party at a 
crossroads,” says Doreen 
Barrie, a political scientist 
at the University of Cal¬ 
gary. 

“What they’re now 
faced with is whether 
they really are a right- 
wing government. 

“And they’ll be defin¬ 
ing themselves ideologi¬ 


cally as a right-wing gov¬ 
ernment if they go with 
Ted Morton.” 

Morton, the 61-year-old 
finance minister and 
staunch fiscal conserva¬ 
tive, was the first cabinet 
minister last week to quit 
his portfolio and sign up 
for the race to replace 
outgoing Premier Ed Stel¬ 
mach. 

Stelmach, just three 
years removed from a 
massive majority election 
win, shocked his caucus 
on Tuesday when he said 
he will resign after the 
spring session. 

Reports say that Stel¬ 


mach, saddled with a low 
popularity rating and a 
surging rival in the Wil¬ 
drose Alliance, was get¬ 
ting heat from insiders to 
pull the plug, and that the 
last straw came when 
Morton threatened to re¬ 
sign rather than back an¬ 
other deficit budget. 

Morton mocked those 
reports, but didn’t specifi¬ 
cally deny them either, 
and two days later he did 
indeed resign. 

The race could be deja 
vu for the PCs. 

Morton ran in 2006 in 
the race to replace Ralph 
Klein as premier, and it 


was fear that Morton 
would marginalize the 
party by taking it to the 
far right that sparked a 
push by moderates to 
elect Stelmach. 

Political scientist Keith 
Brownsey says a lot has 
changed since then. The 
Alliance is threatening to 
usurp the Tories as Alber¬ 
ta’s traditional fiscal con¬ 
servatives. 

They have an effective 
leader in Calgary busi¬ 
nesswoman Danielle 
Smith and an organizing 
team composed of many 
former Tories.

German authorities say the 
death toll could still rise

The trains crashed in 
heavy fog late Saturday on a 
single-line track near the 
eastern German village of 
Hordorf, close to Saxony- 
Anhalt’s state capital 
Magdeburg, vaulting the 
passenger train from the 
track and tipping it onto its 
side.

“The crash was so strong 
that the passenger train

dorf, about 200 kilometres 
southwest of Berlin, Ger¬ 
many’s capital. 

Nearly 200 police and 
rescue workers were sent to 
the crash site. It’s one of the 
worst train accidents in 
Germany’s histoiy. 

In 2006, 23 people were 
killed in a train accident in 
Emsland in northern Ger¬ 
many and 101 people died 
in 1998, when a high-speed 
train derailed near Eschede 
in Lower-Saxony.

overtime) in Al¬ 
berta was 
$917.48. A 4.6 
per cent 
increase would 
amount to 
about $42. 
That’s not an 
amount that’s 
worth writing 
home about. 

But let’s take 
a look at what 
it would mean 
to a 

councillor’s 
salary. A 4.6 per 
cent increase 
for them would 
result in a pay 
increase of 

about $3,670, taking their salaiy 
to $83,647. Now that’s an 


increase that would make most 
of us happy as clams. But it gets 
even better. 

One-third of their increased 
salaiy would still be tax free. The 
federal tax saving would be 
more than $9,000. That means a 
councillor would actually be re¬ 
ceiving more than $92,000 per 
year. But it gets even better. 

Add to that number the more 
than $6,500 car allowance coun¬ 
cillors receive and you are push¬ 
ing close to $ 100,000 per year. 

There has to be a better way 
of dealing with councillors’ 
salaries than using the Alberta 
Average Weekly Earning index. 
Perhaps their salaries should be 
tied to the growth of the city. 
One per cent growth would 
amount to a one per cent 
increase and so on. At least then 
increases would be tied to 
greater responsibility.

He spoke with Metro 
about keeping his health 
problems a secret, pla 5 dng a 
sociopath and why the 
death and dismemberment 
of Dexter doesn’t bother 
him. 

Your cancer is fully in remis¬ 
sion, but is it true you didn’t 
tell anyone on the show 
about it at first? 

I found out about it while 


we were shooting the 10th 
of 12 episodes of the fourth 
season. 

Eveiybody is exhausted at 
that point, so if 1 seemed 
tired, I don’t think it 
seemed suspicious. 

I wanted to get as much 
information as possible and 
make as many decisions as 
possible before I let anyone 
know about it. But because 
I had some personal ap¬ 
pearances, I knew people 
would ask questions about 
my eyebrow-lessness. 

Is it fair to say Dexter doesn’t 
feel emotions? 

I think we’re meant to be 
suspicious of Dexter’s claim 
at the beginning that he 
doesn’t have the capacity 
for emotion. 

Do you see him as a villain or 
a hero? 

There’s a sort of magical 
fantastical element to the 


show and to the world of 
the show — to see him as a 
person. 

Did you ever consider 
yourself a squeamish person, 
and has that changed? 

Not really, no. If we had real 
severed body parts, I would 
lose my lunch as soon as 
anybody. 

But if I know it’s fake, I 
can really appreciate how 
much I can endow it with 
reality. 


When you watch the show 
yourself, are you critical or 
can you enjoy it? 

Both. 

What kind of attention do 
you get from people in 
public? 

Some people say, “You 
know, if you run out of peo¬ 
ple to kill, I have... (laughs).

This All-or-Nothing chili is 
worthy of serving on a 
freezing day or at a Super 
Bowl party. 

The chili starts with an 
intense base of toasted sea¬ 
sonings, some classics, 
some not — cumin, cinna¬ 
mon, cayenne, smoked pa¬ 
prika, instant coffee, 
mustard powder, ginger 
and garlic powder. From 
there, you build up. First, 
with some oil and onion 
then fresh garlic. 

Once you have some se¬ 
rious flavour going, it’s 
time to turn to the star — 
the meat. But why settle 
for just one? This recipe 
combines chopped flank 
steak, shredded pork ten¬ 
derloin and, for good 
measure, ground buffalo. 

Once the meat starts to 
brown, in go the canned 
tomatoes, liquid smoke, a 
bit of beef broth, a beer 
and a couple rinds from 
Parmesan cheese. 

That last one isn’t an es¬ 
sential ingredient, and it 


really only works if you 
happen to have rinds kick¬ 
ing around the refrigera¬ 
tor. But if you do have 
some, letting them sim¬ 
mer in the chili effortlessly 
adds an incredible rich, 
savouiy flavour. 

Preparation: 

I ln a food processor, 
combine pork 
tenderloin and flank 
steak. Pulse until 
chopped but not 
ground. Set aside. 

2 In a large, dry stockpot 
over medium heat, com¬ 
bine cumin, cinnamon, 
cayenne, paprika, chili 
powder, coffee powder, 
mustard, ginger and 
garlic powder. Toast sea¬ 
sonings, stirring 
constantly, until 
fragrant. Transfer 
seasonings to small 
bowl and set aside. 

3 Return stockpot to burn¬ 
er over medium-high. 


Add oil and heat, then 
add onion. Saute until 
onion is just tender, 3 to 
4 minutes. Add garlic 
and saute for another 
minute. 

Add chopped pork ten¬ 
derloin, flank steak and 
ground buffalo. Cook 
until meat begins to 
brown, 6 to 8 minutes. 

5 Add reserved spice 

blend, beer, both cans of 
tomatoes, beef broth, 
liquid smoke and 
Parmesan rinds, if using. 
Bring to a simmer, then 
reduce heat to maintain 
a gentle bubble. Cover 
and cook, stirring occa¬ 
sionally, for 30 minutes. 

6 Spoon out and discard 
Parmesan rinds. Stir in 
lime juice and hot sauce, 
then season with salt 
and pepper. Serve 
topped with sour cream 
and cilantro.

O Study shows Canadians making informed decisions 


When it comes to making 
a statement, Ganadians are 
picking boycotts over 
protests and petitions. 

More Ganadians are 
bu 5 dng or boycotting prod¬ 
ucts for ethical reasons, 
while most other forms of 
civic engagement have 
stalled or waned, accord¬ 
ing to a new Statistics 
Ganada report. 

The study released Tues¬ 
day suggests 27 per cent of 
Ganadians chose or reject¬ 
ed products based on ethi¬ 
cal concerns in 2008, up 
from 20 per cent in 2003. 

The change is “quite 
substantial,” particularly 


for such a short period of 
time, said the study’s au¬ 
thor, Martin Turcotte, a 
senior analyst specializing 
in social trends. 

“There was an increase 
for almost eveiy subgroup 
of society,” meaning the 
trend isn’t due to the aging 
population, Turcotte said 
Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, the number 
of people who signed a pe¬ 
tition, attended a public 
meeting or participated in 
a public march declined 
over the five years of the 
study. Signing a petition 
dropped to 24 per cent 
from 28 per cent, going to 


a meeting dropped to 19 
per cent from 23 per cent 
and only three per cent re¬ 
ported protesting, down 
from five per cent. 

Yves Plourde, a doctoral 
student at the Richard Ivey 
School of Business in Lon¬ 
don, Ont., thinks ethical 
bu 5 dng is gaining populari¬ 
ty because it requires little 
effort. 

“I think people realize 
more and more that it’s a 
cheap way to send a mes¬ 
sage to a company,” said 
the 27-year-old, who stud¬ 
ies how large corporations 
operate.

Teens unplugged 

O A working mom takes her family off the grid for six months and lives 
to tell the tale O Pens a memoir entitled The Winter of Our Disconnect 


Susan Maushart lived out 
every parent’s fantasy: She 
unplugged her teenagers. 

For six months she took 
away the Internet, TV, 
iPods, cellphones and video 
games. The eerie glow of 
screens stopped lighting up 
the family room. Electronic 
devices no longer chirped 
through the night like “evil 
crickets." And she stopped 
canying her iPhone into 
the bathroom. 

The result of what she 
grandly calls “The Experi¬ 
ment” was more OMG than 
LOL — and nothing less 
than an immersion in RL 
(real life). 

As Maushart explains in 
a book released in the U.S. 
this week called The Win¬ 
ter of Our Disconnect, she 
and her kids rediscovered 


small pleasures — like 
board games, books, lazy 
Sundays, old photos, family 
meals and listening to mu¬ 
sic together instead of 
everyone plugging into 
their own iPods. 

Her son Bill, a video 
game and TV addia, filled 
his newfound spare time 
playing saxophone. 

“He swapped Grand 
Theft Auto for the Charlie 
Parker songbook,” 

Maushart wrote. Bill says 
The Experiment was mere¬ 
ly a “trigger,” and he would 
have found his way back to 
music eventually. Either 
way, he got so serious play¬ 
ing sax that when the gadg¬ 
et ban ended, he sold his 
game console and is now 
stud)ring music in college. 

Maushart’s eldest, Anni,

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Teacher’s study 
makes a splash 

O Ryerson professor links improper hand-washing to 
the spread of gastrointestinal problems in schools

A professor is advocating 
the importance of hand¬ 
washing, and how it can 
go a long way toward keep¬ 
ing students healthy, after 
a study on preventing 
school-based gastrointesti¬ 
nal outbreaks was con¬ 
ducted. 

Prof Maril 5 m Lee, who 
teaches in Ryerson Univer¬ 
sity’s School of Occupa¬ 
tional and Public Health, 
says that lack of hand¬ 
washing and improper 
food handling are two of 
the major reasons for the 
spread of the uncomfort¬ 
able symptoms associated 
with gastrointestinal up¬ 
sets. 

In the confined space of 
a classroom, gastrointesti¬ 
nal illnesses can spread 
quickly, Lee said in an in¬ 
terview from Guelph, Ont. 

Lee is the lead author of 
A Review of Gastrointesti¬ 
nal Outbreaks in Schools: 


Effective Infection Gontrol 
Interventions. The study, 
in the December 2010 is¬ 
sue of the Journal of 
School Health, deals with 
food preparation in 
schools from kindergarten 
through university/college. 

Typically, gastrointesti¬ 
nal illnesses are short-lived 


and their symptoms — 
cramps, fever, vomiting 
and diarrhea — don’t re¬ 
quire medical treatment. 
Some children, however, 
require hospitalization 
and even, in the case of E. 
coli contamination, can 
die from their condition.
